ENGINEER UPHOLDS 
WATER ANALYSIS 


In a letter to Mayor C. E. Felker, 
State Sanitary Engineer George 
W. 
Putnam, refutes statements made in 
à Sikeston paper last week to the ef­ 
fect that the State’s analysis of the 
local water supply was “unaldulter- 
ated bunk”. 
The report of the State 
Board of Health some weeks 
ago, 
showed that only one sample of 
the 
fifteen sent in from Sikeston contain­ 
ed enough bacteria to be judged un­ 
safe for health. 
The local editorial 
implied that the Sikeston water had 
a bad odor, the dirt in it was visible 
to the eye and that the State Board 
did not know what they were talking 
about. 
The letter from Mr. Putnam 
fol­ 
lows: 
“Dear Sir: 
We are in receipt of a 
letter of May 8th from your 
City 
Clerk, enclosing clipping from one of 
your local papers, regarding the 
re­ 
port of this Board on the condition of 
the Sikeston public water supply. 
“This report was based on fifteen 
samples collected from your city sup­ 
ply in sterile sample bottle and for­ 
warded to the State Board of Health 
laboratory 
at 
Jefferson City in 
a 
standard iced container. 
The bacter­ 
iological examination was made 
in 
accordance with the standard meth­ 
ods of water analysis of the Ameri­ 
can Public Health Association. 
“ It is known that 
the 
city water 
contains considerable 
iron in solu­ 
tion as it comes from hte wells, which 
is partially oxidized and precipitates 
out in the mains. 
The presence 
of 
this iron has absolutely no sanitary 
significance as it cannot possibly give 
one drinking this water any disease. 
It may, however, effect the portabil­ 
ity of the water for some persons. 
“Possibly the writer of this clip­ 
ping is under the mistaken impress­ 
ion that the presence of iron precipi­ 
tate in the water affects the safety of 
the water supply for drinking pur­ 
poses”.

Ten y ears 
ago, 
May 7, 1915, the 
Lusitania w as sunk by a German to r ­ 
pedo off the Old Head of Kinsale, the 
most southerly point of Ireland. 
Of 
the 1917 persons 
aboard 
the liner, 
which w as one of the finest afloat, 1,- 
152 lost th eir lives. 
No single atro-> 
city of the war* caused the sensation 
the sinking of the Cunard liner c r e a t­ 
ed throughout the world. 
Taking toll 
as it did of Am erican life and p ro p er­ 
ty, it was widely deemed sufficient 
cause fo r w ar ag ain st Germany. But 
w ar did not follow for nearly 
two 
years. 
N evertheless, the incident did 
much to shape the course of Am erica 
towards eventual participation in the 
struggle. 
Six days before the liner had sail­ 
ed from New York. 
Amid the usual 
scenes of g aiety surrounding the d e ­ 
parture th e re was cu rren t an u n m is­ 
takable note of apprehension. 
M any 
of the p assengers had received an o n y ­ 
mous letters w arning them the ship 
was to be torpedoed; the 
Germ any 
embassy th a t day had 
published 
a 
warning 
in 
the New York new spa­ 
pers, an unheard-of procedure. 
B ut 
the liner 
sailed, 
and an uneventful 
journey until w ithin sight of the Iiish 
coast had all but dissipated any alarm 
the passengers m ay have felt. 
Then, suddenly, at 2 o ’clock in the 
afternoon, with no w arning w hatever, 
the 
torpedo 
struck, and 
in tw en ty 
minutes the Lusitania plunged to the 
bottom. 
Two torpedoes were fired, a 
white trail in the w ater as they n e a r­ 
ed the only sign of their aproach. The 
Irish coast was only ten miles aw ay, 
but it w as too fa r w ith engines dis­ 
abled and th e ship in a sinking con­ 
dition. 
Owing to the listing vessel 
only 
half 
the 
lifeboats 
could 
be 
launched. 
As the ship sank the G er­ 
man subm arine which had fired 
the 
torpedoes cam e to the surface w ithin 
three hundred yards of the wreck it 
had made and stood by without offer 
of assistance. 
Captain T u rn e r went down with the 
ship but, having 
on a lifebelt, w as 
picked up later by one of the m an y 
boats th a t cam e to the rescue. M any 
of the passen g ers and the crew wrere 
killed by the explosions of the to r ­ 
pedoes, som e died later from expos­ 
ure occasioned before they were re s ­ 
cued by fishing boats, but the g re a te r 
number were drowned.

were 
179 
A m ericans on 
board,. Of these 114 perished. Am ong 
them were 
Charles 
Frohm nn, 
the 
New York theatrical producer; Chas. 
| Klein, the d ram a tist; A lfredGw ynne 
Vanderbilt, Ju stu s Miles Form an, the 
novelist, 
and 
Mr. and 
Mrs. E lbert 
Hubbard. 
It was 
an ocean disaster- 
surpassed in m agnitude only by ^ h e 
sinking 
of 
the Titanic in midocean 
some 
th ie e 
years 
before, at which 
time 1503 lives w ere lost. 
The G erm an governm ent attem p ted 
a justification of the atrocity by 
the 
assertion the Lusitania caried m u n i­ 
tions of w ar; th a t the passengers had 
embarked ¡n face of official w arning 
that they courted danger. 
But 
the 
Lusitania carried no munitions, 
and 
was not arm ed, and it w as held 
th a t 
Americans w ere w ithin their rig h ts in 
traveling th e high seas. 
There w ere many wTio considered 
the sinking of the Lusitania a “crirn« 
against civilzation”. 
The tem p er of 
the public mind following the disaster 
was expressed m ost forcibly in an a r ­ 
ticle in the M etropolitan M agazine by 
Theodore Roosevelt: 
“ In th e teeth of these things, 
we 
earn as a nation m easureless scorn 
and contem pt if we follow the lead of 
those who exalt peace above rig h te ­ 
ousness, if we heed the voices of those 
feeble folk who bleat to high heaven 
that there is peace when there is 
no 
peace. 
F or m any m onths our go v ­ 
ernm ent has preserved betwen right 
and w rong a ‘n eu tra lity ’ which would 
have excited the emulous adm iration 
of Pontius 
Pilate— the 
arch typical 
neutral of all tim es.”— K. C. S tar. 


AMERICA DISCOVERED! 
BEFORE COLUMBUS 


E very schoolboy 
has 
been ta u g h t 
th a t Colum bus 
discovered America. 
No date sticks 
more 
firmly in 
the 
mind th an October 12, 1492. For then 
it was the intrepid m ariner first drop­ 
ped anchor 
in the 
W est Indies and 
went ashore to proclaim the discovery 
of a new continent. 
No other fact 
has clung tig h te r ter its place in 
the 
school curriculum than that. G e n e r ­ 
ations of pupils from the days of the 
little red schoolhouse down to the pre- 
sent-have thum bed their histories and 
learned by rote that Columbus dis­ 
covered A m erica. 
And now- comes the disillusioning. 
Columbus 
didn’t 
do any such thing. 
There is no dispute th a t he touched 
land in the w estern hem isphere when 
and w here history records he did, but 
that he w as the first E uropean to be­ 
hold the new continent is denied by 
certain historians who recently have 
delved ra th e r deeply into the problem 
of A m erica’s discovery. 
It is p re tty generaly 
known th a t 
N orsemen landed along the L abrador 
or Nova Scotian 
coast 
nearly five 
hundred y ears before Columbus 
w as 
born; and th e re is a tradition th a t the 
Irish preceded them. 
But despite this 
Columbus has remained the discover 
er of A m erica. Those who have stood 
by Colum bus ha^e consoled themselv- 
es with th e thought th a t anyw ay he 
was the first of 
his 
tim e, 
meaning

the 
vanguard th a t began 
the settlem ent 
and civilzation of the A m ericas. 
But even this is now denied. 
If we 
are to believe this new dictum of the 
historian a Danish expedition accom ­ 
panied by tw o Portuguese gentlem en 
touched 
along 
the 
Newfoundland 
coast in 1472, just tw enty-tw o years 
before Jo h n Cabot found 
the m ain­ 
land of N o rth America, and 
French 
m erchantm en had visited and perhaps 
w ere fam iliar with the A tlantic Coast 
of A m erica as much as a century be­ 
fore Colum bus. 
Columbus is know-n 
to have visited Bristol England, 
in 
1447, presum ably to talk w ith fisher­ 
men who frequently fished to the west 
of Iceland and even as fa r as Newr- 
foundland, and possibly to find 
and 
talk w ith D idrik Pininfi, the Danish 
leader of th e 1472 expedition. Colum- 
at the tim e w ent as 
far as Iceland, 
but w hether or not he saw Pining 
is 
not known. 
N ot only th at, Columbus, 
on his m em orable voyage had as ca p ­ 
tain of one of his vessels, a Spaniard 
named Pinzon who three y ears previ­ 
ously, while »In French em ploy, had 
visited the coast of Brazil. 
Not content with th a t, which is su f­ 
ficient to destroy C olum bus’ title 
to 
discoverer of America, the historians 
and archeologists in th e ir study 
of 
the rem arkble Aztec and M ayan civ- 
ilzations of Mexico and C entral A m ­ 
erica, are coming to th e belief 
that 
these w ere Arabic or A frican com ­ 
mercial 
outposts 
in a virgin land. 
T hat between them and E urope for a 
long period of time, beginning about 
1150, or 1200, was carried on a large 
commerce. 
The negro is indigenous 
to Africa, yet Columbus found him in 
Am erica when he cam e on his third 
voyage; from the Indians he obtain­ 
ed ‘guanines”, or slobs of gold 
and 
copper alloy, well known in the trad e 
of the Guinea (’oast of A frica, 
and 
was told they had been b ro u g h t 
by 
the “black merchants fro m the south­ 
ea st”. 
Columbus, therefore, concludes the 
historian, was a late com er, only an 
incident in a dram a of exploration arid 
development that had been going on 
for a long time. They will g ra n t him 
this: 
th a t it was he w ho popularized 
America 
in 
Europe, th a t it was he 
who “sold” the new land to the 
Old 
World, but that as a m a s te r of m a ri­ 
ner he was a better m a s te r salesm an 
Burton Kline, in th e c u rre n t issue 
of the W orld’s Work, sets fo rth som e­ 
thing of the fascinating story. 
Says 
Mr. Kline: 
“ It 
is now established 
beyond effective contradiction th a t for 
easily a century 
before 
Columbus, 
and perhaps for a still longer period, 
French m erchants of Dieppe and R ou­ 
en regularly sent their ships to 
the 
Guinea C oast of A frica, and probably 
to 
the 
bays 
of South A m erica for 
gold, ivory, 
spices, 
skins, preeious 
stones and other exotic desirables. It 
is known th a t this com m erce was or 
ganized on almost the scale of a mod­ 
ern American corporation. 
Yet, for 
a reason, all this business 
w ent on 
without pom p of advertising and 
as 
much as possible under th e seal of se­ 
crecy”. 
Mr. Kline gives the reaso n for th a t 
secrecy, which 
is 
easily understood. 
The kings of Europe, fo r the support 
of their w ars, were w ont to ta x heav 
ily w herever they could find w ealth. 
• The m erchant class, by fa r, was the 
wealthiest. 
If the m erch an ts 
could 
hide the sources and e x ten t of 
their 
fortunes, they were th a t much in poc­ 
ket. 
T heir ships, therefore, slipped 
out of port secretly, and they cam e 
hack from voyages and dropped an 
chor 
w ith 
as much secrecy as they 
had departed. 
Few knew w here they 
had been or what they had brought 
back. 
T here 
was, how ever, an a d ­ 
miralty office in Dieppe m aintained by 
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the m erchants, as a place of business 
record n ath an exchange of m arine in ­ 
telligence. 
This center was a well o r­ 
dered, sm oothly-running concern, and 
indicative 
of 
a 
wide and lucrative j 
commerce. 
U n fortunately in 1649 in a w ar b e - ! 
tween England and France, the town j 
of Dieppe w as bombarded, and this ! 
clearing house destroyed with all its 
records. 
B ut m erchants in those days 
w ent to law the sam e as m erchants do 
today, and sufficient of these old law ­ 
suits are recorded in ancient French 
records to give a good idea of the ex­ 
te n t of th a t early French commerce. 
It is certain th a t the founding of the 
adm iralty office antedates 
by 
m any 
years of birth of Columbus. 
Gaffarel 
in 
his book, “ Iâ > 
Brésil 
F ran çais”, records th a t in 1489, 
one 
Jean 
Cousin, 
a Frenchm an, crossed 
the A tlantic to Brazil, recrossed it to 
the Cape of Good Hope, thence 
north 
along the A frican Coast, and on home 
to Dieppe, 
Cousin had w ith him 
a 
Spaniard, a skilled 
m arin er 
named 
Pinzon. 
Off th e A frican Coast it was 
necessary to go ashore fo r food 
or 
water, and Pinzon, co n trary to custom 
am ong m erchantm en who w»re 
a l­ 
ways seeking friendly contacts with 
natives, lost his head or his tem per 
otrer som ething and fired on the 
na­ 
tives. 
This so incensed Cousin th at 
when he g o t back to Dieppe, he filed 
form al com plaint ag a in st the S pani­ 
ard, and Pinzon w as deprived of his 
license and 
the 
rig h t to tak e 
ship 
from Dieppe, and drum m de out 
of 
the French m ercantile 
service. 
He 
returned on foot to Spain. 
Now when Columbus set sail three 
years la te r on his historical voyage, 
he 
had 
th re e brothers, Pinzon 
on 
board, one of which he tru sted su f­ 
ficiently to place in com m and of one 
of his th ree vessels. 
It is known th a t 
Columbus regarded C aptain Pinzon’s 
advice and counsel very highly; and 
Columbus recorded 
in 
his log th a t 
Pinzon 
constantly 
and 
stubbornly 
urged a course 
“ more to the south- 


w ard ”. 
Columbus also complained of 
Pinzon’s tem per. Not only th a t, when 
land a t last was 
found, 
Pinzon cut 
loose from the other two vessels and 
disappeared for three weeks to 
the 
southw ard, testin g perhaps 
w hether 
the Brazil he had visited was not 
in 
th a t 
direction. 
On 
the 
retu rn 
to 
Spain, Pinzon again cut loose, made 
an independent landing a t Barcelona, 
and hastened to the king to be first 
to announce the discovery. Thus, says 
Mr. Kline, “as the case unfolds, 
it 
becomes increasingly clear th a t be­ 
fore he (Colum bus) 
sailed he knew 


what he was 
going to discover and 


w here it lay— for the excellent reason 


th a t 
a person 
or persons had been 
th ere before him, and he knew that 
also”. 
“The identity of th at earlier Colum ­ 
bus, the real discoverer 
of America, 
pushed over here bf* th at 
energetic 
people, may never be established. But 
the certainty of his existence and his 
deed gains credence with each ney bit 
of discovery, each new line of thought 
brought to bear upon it’.— K. C. S tar.

13—Henry 
Ford will purchase tht* 400 vessels of 
the United States Shipping Board if 
the government will fix what he con­ 
siders 
a 
fair 
price, according to a 
story which will appear in the Detroit 
Fre 
Press 
this evening. 
The 
an­ 
nouncement was made this afternoon 
by Mr. Ford, following 
a conference 
with T. V. O’Connor, chairman of the 
shipping board. 
O’Connor is quoted as asking 
to 
take over 200 ships in his original 
suggestion, the article 
says. 
How­ 
ever, when Ford informed him that 
he would only buy the ships to scrap 
them for junk, O’Connor suggested 
that he buy all 400, as it would not 
» cost 
much 
more to 
construct dis­ 
m antling apparatus to handle the 400 
it w o u ld the lesser number. 
Ford agreed to this, saying that he 
might 
retain 
from 10 to 30 of the 
ships for use by Ford industry. 
If 
any of the ships were put in opera­ 
tion by Ford, they would be recondi­ 
tioned and equipped as oil burners, 
the article states. 
Despite 
the tentative 
agreement, 
the m atter of the sale of the ships to 
Ford will not be cleared up for sev­ 
eral months, it is believed. The ship­ 
ping board has been wary of making 
any agreement heretofore, as it felt 
if the ships were sold abroad to 
be 
scrapped, that 
promises 
might 
be 
broken and the ships might reappear 
under foreign 
flags 
in competition 
with American ships. 
“The ships were built during 
the 
war 
when 
everybody 
was crazy”, 
Ford was quoted as saying. “Most of 
the boats were thrown, together in a 
great hurry. They were for an emer­ 
gency and consequently many of them 
were not strongly built and some of 
the engines put into them were pret­ 
ty bad”. 
“We have already purchased three 
vessls from the shipping board”, he 
added, “we took these three boats for 
pioneering and we know their limita­ 
tions. Two of the boats are of about 
3000 tons. 
The third, the East In­ 
dian, is slightly larger and is 
now' 
being put into 
shape 
for service to 
Denmark, which we hope will begin 
about August 1. 
Ford indirectly refuted a statement 
which O’Connor is alleged to 
have 
made to newspaper men in Buffalo, 
that Ford would become the greatest 
ship owner in the world’s history, by 
making the remark that he did not in­ 
tend to use more than a few of 
the 
ships, scrapping the remainder. 
Ford estimated the cost of 
con­ 
structing apparatus to dismantle the 
ships would amount to about $400,- 
000.

The following article w ritten by Dr. 
W. A. Evans is of great educational 
value: 
The surgeon general of the Unit­ 
ed 
States 
telegraphs 
a 
warning 
against the use of 
bunion 
pads or 
smallpox 
vaccinations. 
Several 
deaths from lockjaw in which bunion 
pads were used in that way have been 
reported to him. He is said to have 
made some examinations of unused 
bunion pads and found tetanus, or 
lockjaw germs, in them. 
All of this 
has been common information among 
health officers for nearly twenty years 
and yet a large proportion of the peo­ 
ple seem never to have 
heard of it. 
Lockjaw 
germs 
are 
very 
apt to 
get into all kinds of glue and products 
in which glue 
is used. 
Any 
person 
who uses glue or any other adhesive 
substance on or around any w’ound is 
taking an unjustified risk of lockjaw. 
The Spanish war in Cuba got us in­ 
to more than one kind of trouble. In 
that war, the surgeons sealed up the 
wounds airtight and got very satis­ 
factory results. Soon afterw ards, the 
plan of putting airtight shields 
on 
vaccinations became general. 
Exper­ 
ience proved this to be very bad prac­ 
tice. 
Wounds need some air; vacci­ 
nation wounds are not exceptions. In 
cases where shields were used, there 
were a few cases of lockjaw and 
a 
great many bad arms due to other in­ 
fections. The practice was abandoned 
among informed people at least 
15 
years ago. 
At the outbreak of the World War 
surgeons started in sealing up 
the 
wounds as they had learned to do in 
1898. 
There was so much lockjaw, 
gas gangrene, and other forms of in­ 
fection, that the practice of putting 
bunion plasters and other shields was 
chnaged 
before 
long. 
Now nobody 
seals up general wounds. 
Why is it that the practice of put­ 
ting bunion piasters and other shields 
on vaccination have 
proven 
back­ 
ward? The explanation is th at small­ 
pox and all that concerns that dis­ 
ease is no news. 
George Washing­ 
ton had smallpox. Some of his step­ 
children died of it. Abraham Lincoln 
hda smallpox while he was president. 
Barton tells us he and the boys had 
smallpox in the White House. 
In that day, education was not gen­ 
eral and the facilities spreading news 
were not good. 
But smallpox 
was 
about as much as anything else. To­ 
day the machinery for gossip is or­ 
ganized in the degree, but nobody is 
agraid of smallpox, nobody is inter­ 
ested in it, and therefore it has 
no 
news value. 
The surgeon general needs all the 
help he can get in his efforts to tell 
the people not to put bunion plasters 
on their vaccinations.

that all this 
weight

scintillating 
gems could 
have been in one safe, so the theft 
reported recently 
probably did 
not 
bankrupt 
the Third 
Internationale. 
No doubt the soviet has ample 
re­ 
sources to restore, partially at least, 
the 
communistic 
propaganda fund 
thus depleted, 
but 
these 
resources 
have ben dwindling 
perceptibly the 
last few years. 
Many jewels have been sold to pay 
for Russian imports and to maintain 
Russia’s 
emissaries 
abroad. 
Many 
others have been stolen, just as were

plan t, causin g it also to rut an d d ie. 
“T he maggots feed upon the bac­ 
teria as well as the d ecay in g tuber,” 
say s Doctor Leach. 
"The bacteria re­ 
main in the In testin al tract of the m ag­ 
got un til it pupates an d makes its way 
to the surface of the groun d w here it 
d evelops in to the ad ult fly . 
Thus the 
in sect carries the blackleg bacteria 
with it at all times.”

Practical Plan Ou tlin ed for 
Clean in g Au to, Tractor 
or Mach in ery. 


To remove the pain t from the motor 
car bod y , tractor or farm machin ery 
for repain tin g, coat with a paste mad e 
of ly e as follows: 
Dissolve six heapin g tablespoon fuls 
of corn starch In three quarts of wa­ 
ter in a wood en pull or ston e crook 
an d in an other con tain er d issolve on e 
can of ly e. 
Pour the ly e solution in to 
the corn starch \ery slowly , bein g care­ 
ful to stir well all the time. 
This 
will m ake a thick paste without lumps. 
Put Paste on Surface. 
Pain t this on the surface from which 
the pain t is to be removed with an 
old brush or swab, puttin g it on in an 
even thick coal. 
If on the bod y of an 
auto, it is best to first remove the 
fen d ers an d run n in g board s or to cover 
them with a thick coat of grease. 
A 
small section should be covered with 
the paste at on e time an d should be 
left on un til it shows sign s of d ry in g. 
It then can be scraped off with a put­ 
ty kn ife, wire brush or steel wool.

To remove pain t from small parts 
of the tractor or farm machin ery , han g 
them in a tub of a solution mad e by 
d issolvin g on e can of ly e in each gal­ 
lon of water. The pain t on such parts 
is much easier to remove tlmn from 
the auto bod y an d with very little la­ 
bor y our tractor or mower can be 
mad e to look like n ew. 
This will also 
clean all the grease or oil from the 
parts un d leuve a clean surface to 
pain t over. 
Wash well with plen ty of 
w ater all parts before repain tin g. 
Do n ot use this remover on alumi­ 
n um parts or on cars with alumin um 
bod ies. 
All alumin um trimmin gs as on 
the run n in g board s must be protected 
with a thick coverin g of grease.

MISSOURI LIVESTOCK 
DEATH RATE LOWER 


Jefferson City, May 13.—-Missouri j 
livestock conditions are much better 
this spring than a year ago, wdth 
a 
strong decrease in losses from disease 
and exposure, according to Dr. Hom­ 
er A. Wilson, State veterinarian. The 
May condition of all classifications of 
stock is pleasing, he said, due to un- 
usualy good pastures and the absence 
of serious outbreaks of disease. 
The average losses per thousand of 
horses and mules for the last 
year 
were only 10 head, as against 13 at 
this period last year, 
reports show. 
The mortality among cattle, due to 
disease, has decreased from 16 to 
12 
head per thousand in the last twelve 
months, while losses from exposure 
has dropped from eight to six. 
The ravages 
of 
hog cholera has 
killed only 21 head per thousand dur­ 
ing the last year, while a year ago re­ 
ports showed losses of 43 head 
per 
thousand. 
Mortality among hogs due 
to all classes of diseases has dropped 
from 33 to 24 head.

j The Conclusion of the Matter 
| T COULD not intelligently bring this 
^ series of papers to a close without 
forming a few generalizations for the 
purpose of helping those w’hose excur­ 
sions in correspondence have been less 
. extensive than my own. 
I have come to see that letters may 
| have as distinct a personality as hu- 
| man beings, or perhaps it wrould be 
better to say that they are capable of 
revealing a personality. 
When you 
take the envelope Into your hand, even 
before you open the letter, If you are 
a keen observer, you can gain some 
idea of the character of the man who 
has written the letter, especially if the 
letter Is w ritten In long hand. 
The 
form and dress of a letter may tell 
as much about the writer as do the 
dress and the manners of an Indi­ 
vidual. 
A letter, by Its form, may 
show orderliness, Judgment, regard for 
detail, business efficiency, or It may 
show the opposite. 
A friend of mine Is being consid­ 
ered for a prominent executive posi­ 
tion, for the filling of which, he Is In 
many ways qualified. 
The character 
of his mind Is shown to no small de­ 
gree by hts exterior, and by the char­ 
acter of his dress—the envelope, as It 
were. His hands are not always neat­ 
ly kept, his hair Is a mop of tangled 
gross, his clothes are soiled, and look 
as If he went to bed with his boots on. 
He Is a little careless In speech and 
thought, a little lacking In the delicate 
refinements of social intercourse. His 
exterior reveals that at once, and so a 
letter may reveal its writer. 
I had a letter this morning from a 
man who wishes to become the pastor 
of the church of which 1 am a mem­ 
ber. 
It was badly arranged, w ithout, 
order or form. It looked like a young 
school boy’s composition. 
1 wondered 
If It did not show to a great extent the 
character of the man’s mind, and sug­ 
gest the way In which his sermons 
would be ordered. 
Form counts in letter writing, as in 
human relationships; materials reveal 
the man, Just as clothing does. 
Letter writing Is something more 
than the mere communication of facts 
and 
mechanical details by 
written 
characters from one individual to an­ 
other. 
It Is even in the most trivial 
business letter, or it may be, the re­ 
vealing of one personality to another. 
We should write letters with the pur­ 
pose of selling one < products to the 
other man. 
These may be varied In 
character—automobiles, love, oil stock, 
friendship, groceries, bonds, sympathy, 
appreciation—whatever 
it 
may 
be. 
Sometimes our only purpose Is to be 
understood, sometimes we want to In­ 
fluence the Judgment or the will, at 
others to develop Interest, and arouse 
emotion, and to persuade. 
I had a beautiful letter from a boy 
this morning. 
I had helped him a 
good deal; 1 had dragged him back 
once or twice from Intellectual and 
moral failure, and he was now’ climb­ 
ing up slowly, but surely, to success. 
What he wanted to show me in his let­ 
ter was gratitude, appreciation.* He 
wanted to make it clear to me that he 
understood what I had been trying to 
do for him, and that he would never 
forget it, and lie did the Job very well 
There was another letter from a 
man who wanted to sell me my win­ 
ter’s supply of coal. 
H is wras a very 
specific letter, logical and direct. 
It 
was made up of figures, of statistics, 
of relative prices, of the results of 
chemical analysis, with a final empha­ 
sis on the Importance of making the 
deal quickly, and taking advantage of 
the market. 
lie got off onto no by­ 
roads, he was guilty of no flight of 
Imagination, he had In mind the one 
object of selling me coal, and he stuck 
to that religiously. 
Unfortunately I 
had already bought my coal, hr I am 
sure his logic would have won my 
trade. 
To w’rite the best letter, one must 
know his man, and must study what 
will most strongly appeal to him, and 
so the best letter Is always a personal 
one. If I w rite to you the same letter 
that I send to a thousand other people, 
It will he like a proprietary medicine 
concocted to do something for every 
malady, but there will be little that Is 
personal In It. 
There will be a large 
mortality In the lists of those to whom 
the stock letter Is sent. 
There are Infinite possibilities In the 
writing of letters—in doing business, 
In forming friendships and keeping 
them, In Influencing character, In re­ 
vealing personality. 
It is an art that 
can be learned, but the learning will 
require close observation, care, the ex­ 
ercise of Judgment and good taste. It 
will require a knowledge of the indi­ 
vidual and application of that knowl­ 
edge to the Individual, but when once 
learned it Is one of the most . aluable 
assets that a man can have.

MISSOURI FRUIT 
W IS E S PLENTY 


Jefferson City, May 11.—Prospects 
for the fruit crop in Missouri were 
not seriously injured by frosts early 
this month, and reports on the vari­ 
ous crops show most of them are 
in 
better condition than at this time last 
year, it is stated in a bulletin issued 
today by E. A. Logan of the United 
States Bureau of Agricultural Econ­ 
omics, 
and 
Jewell 
Mayes of 
the 
State Board of Agriculture. 
The apple crop is 82 per cent the 
normal average, compared to 30 per 
cent at this time last year. The peach 
crop condition 
is 
60 
per cent, as 
against 40 last year, cherries 
and 
plums are reported at 77 per cent and 
strawberries 
at 
96 per cent. 
The 
strawberry 
crop 
was 
damaged to 
some extent by frosts in local areas. 
May condition of Missouri wheat is 
89 per cent of normal, it was said, 
forecasting 
an 
average 
yield 
of 
13.35 bushels an acre o nthe 2,312,000 
acres to be harvested. 
The estimat­ 
ed total yield for Missouri is 30,865,- 
000 bushels, compared to a yield 
of 
24.589.000 bushels in 1924 from 1,- 
924.000 acres. 
The wheat came through the win­ 
ter in better condition than expected 
following heavy sleet storms in 
De­ 
cember, the bulletin stated. 
Only 1.5 
per cent of the 2,347,000 acres plant­ 
ed was abandoned, leaving 
2,312,000 
acres of wheat for the Missouri har­ 
vest. This abandonment is the small­ 
est in several years. 
Estimates on the national wheat 
crop place it at 444,833,000 
bushels, 
against 590,037,000 bushels last year. 
The bulletin states farm work 
is 
considerably more advanced than 
at 
this time last year. Plowing is 74 per 
cent completed, against 65 per cent 
last year, and spring planting 
61 
per cent 
completed 
against 55 per 
cent last year. 
The labor supply al­ 
most equals the demand, it was said 
except in scattered localities of 
the 
corn producers.

paid for every signature attached to 
the petitions. 
The scheme to submit the compen­ 
sation act to a referendum is merely 
a business transaction. 
Public policy 
and the welfare of the employers oi 
wage earners 
with 
which 
the act 
deals have little to do writh it. 
The 
compensation act is approved by the 
Associated 
Industries 
of Missouri, 
representing the employers. It is in­ 
dorsed by President Wood of the Mis­ 
souri Federation of Labor. 
William 
Green, president 
of 
the 
American 
Federation of Labor, declared that the 
act was an excellent 
measure 
and 
supplied a good working basis, which 
might be 
amended 
as amendments 
are found to be desirable. 
It is generally agreed by those who 
have studied the question of compen­ 
sation and have a knowledge of com­ 
pensation legislation in other state« 
that this Missouri measure is a fair 
measure—fair to employers and em­ 
ployes. 
There cannot be any question 
of 
the need of a measure of this kind in 
Missouri and of the wisdom of legis­ 
lation which provides for those 
who 
are disabled in industry. 
Without the 
law, the courts are choked with liti­ 
gation by which both employers and 
injured employes lose, and only am­ 
bulance chasers and damage-suit law­ 
yers gain. 
W’age earners disabled by 
accidents 
wait years for compensa­ 
tion and divide what they get 
with 
greedy lawyers. 
The act is opposed 
also 
by a few 
labor 
organizations 
who will not be satisfied with any­ 
thing except radical measures. 
The 
financial backers of the 
referendum 
are the legal ghouls who fatten 
o p 
litigation. 
It will be unfortunate if the 40,- 
000 signatures in 
11 
congressional 
districts 
are obtained. 
It is to be 
hoped that citizens who understand 
what this act means in industrial pro­ 
gress and social welfare will refuse 
to sign 
the petition. 
If a sufficient 
number of signatures 
are obtained, 
however, the issue will have to 
be 
met at the polls. It should 
be met 
with a campaign of education and a 
majority of votes in its favor which 
will keep the act on the statute books 
and put an end to the years of strug­

ENGINEER UPHOLDS 
WATER ANALYSIS 


In a letter to Mayor C. E. Felker, 
State Sanitary Engineer George 
W. 
Putnam, refutes statements made in 
Sikeston paper last week to the ef­ 
fect that the State’s analysis of the 
local water supply was “unaldulter- 
ated bunk”. The report of the State 
Board of Health some weeks 
ago, 
showed that only one sample of 
the 
fifteen sent in from Sikeston contain­ 
ed enough bacteria to be judged un­ 
safe for health. 
The local editorial 
mplied that the Sikeston water had 
bad odor, the dirt in it was visible 
to the eye and that the State Board 
did not know what they were talking 
about. 
The letter from Mr. Putnam 
fol­ 
lows: 
“Dear Sir: 
We are in receipt of a 
letter of May 8th from your 
City 
Clerk, enclosing clipping from one of 
our local papers, regarding the 
re­ 
port of this Board on the condition of 
the Sikeston public water supply. 
"This report was based on fifteen 
samples collected from your city sup­ 
ply in sterile sample bottle and for­ 
warded to the State Board of Health 
laboratory 
at 
Jefferson City in 
a 
standard iced container. 
The bacter­ 
iological examination was made 
in 
accordance with the standard meth­ 
ods of water analysis of the Ameri­ 
can Public Health Association. 
“It is known that 
the 
city water 
contains considerable 
iron in solu­ 
tion as it comes from hte wells, which 
is partially oxidized and precipitates 
out in the mains. 
The presence 
of 
this iron has absolutely no sanitary 
significance as it cannot possibly give 
one drinking this water any disease. 
It may, however, effect the palatabil- 
ity of the water for some persons. 
‘Possibly the writer of this clip­ 
ping is under the mistaken impress­ 
ion thnt the presence of iron precipi­ 
tate in the water affects the safety of 
the water supply for drinking pur­ 
poses”.

tions of war; that the passengers had 
mbarked ¡n face of official warning 
that they courted danger.

Lusitania carried no munitions, 
and 
was not armed, and it was held 
that 
Americans were within their rights in 
traveling the high seas. 
There were many who considered 
the sinking of the Lusitania a “crime 
against civilzation”. 
The temper of 
the public mind following the disaster 
was expressed mosi forcibly in an a r­ 
ticle in the Metropolitan Magazine by 
Theodore Roosevelt: 
“In the teeth of these things, 
we 
earn as a nation measureless scorn 
and contempt if we follow the lead of 
those who exalt peace above righte­ 
ousness, if we heed the voices of those 
feeble folk who bleat to high heaven 
that there is peace when there is

peace. 
For many months our gov­ 
ernment has preserved betwen right 
and wrong a ‘neutrality’ which would 
have excited the emulous admiration 
of Pontius 
Pilate—the

Columbus, therefore, concludes the 
historian, was a late comer, only an 
incident in a drama of exploration and 
development that had been going on 
for a long time.

“The surgeon general of the Unit­ 
ed 
States 
telegraphs 
a 
warning 
against the use of 
bunion 
pads or 
smallpox 
vaccinations. 
Several 
deaths from lockjaw in which bunion 
pads were used in that way have been 
reported to him. He is said to have 
made some examinations of unused 
bunion 
pads and 
found tetanus, or 
lockjaw germs, in them. 
All of this 
has been common information among 
health officers for nearly twenty years 
and yet a large proportion of the peo­ 
ple seem never to have 
heard of it. 
Lockjaw 
germs 
are 
very 
apt 
to 
get into all kinds of glue and products 
in which glue 
is used. 
Any 
person 
who uses glue or any other adhesive 
substance on or around any wound is 
taking an unjustified risk of lockjaw. 
The Spanish war in Cuba got us in­ 
to more than one kind of trouble. In 
that war, the surgeons sealed up the 
wounds airtight and got very satis­ 
factory results. Soon afterwards, the 
plan of putting airtight shields 
on 
vaccinations became general. 
Exper­ 
ience proved this to be y^ry bad prac­ 
tice. 
Wounds need some air; vacci­ 
nation wounds are not exceptions. In 
cases where shields were used, there 
were a few cases of lockjaw and 
a 
great many bad arms due to other in­ 
fections. The practice was abandoned 
among informed people at least 
15 
years ago. 
At the outbreak of the World W ar 
surgeons started in sealing up 
the 
wounds as they had learned to do in 
1898. 
There was so much lockjaw 
gas gangrene, and other forms of \n 
fection, that the practice of putting 
bunion plasters and other shields was 
before 
long. 
Now nobody 
seals up general wounds. 
Why is it that the practice of put­ 
ting bunion plasters and other shields 
on vaccination have 
proven 
back­ 
ward? The explanation is that small­ 
pox and all that concerns that dis­ 
ease is no news. 
George W ashing­ 
ton had smallpox. 
Some of his step­ 
children died of it. Abraham Lincoln 
hda smallpox while he was president. 
Barton tells us he and the boys had 
smallpox in the White House. 
In that day, education wbb not gen­ 
eral and the facilities spreading news 
were not good. 
But smallpox 
was 
about as much as anything else. To­ 
day the machinery for gossip is or­ 
ganized in the degree, but nobody is 
agraid of smallpox, nobody is inter­ 
ested in it, and therefore it has 
no 
news value. 
The surgeon general needs all the 
help he can get in his efforts to tell 
the people not to put bunion plasters 
on their vaccinations.

have been in one aafe, so the theft 
reported recently 
probably did 
not 
bankrupt 
the Third 
Internationale. 
No doubt the soviet has ample 
re­ 
sources to restore, partially at least, 
the 
communistic 
propaganda fund 
thus depleted, 
but 
these 
resources 
have ben dwindling 
perceptibly 
the 
last few years. 
Many jewels have been sold to pay 
for Russian imports and to m aintain! 
Russia’s 
emissaries 
abroad. 
Many' 
others have been stolen, just as were' 
these jewels of the Third Internation­ 
ale. 
Th efirst big scandal of the “jewel 
departm ent” occurred in 1920, when it 
was discovered that diamonds valued 
at $250,000 had disappeared from the 
departm ent’s safes in the Kremlin. 
One day the Countess M. appeared 
before the commissioners and 
com­ 
plained that she had seen a diamond 
sunburst 
that 
had 
once been hers 
about the neck of a woman on a Mos­ 
cow street. 
She declared that it was 
bad enough to lose the jewels without 
having to see them on another wo­ 
man. 
Investigation followed. 
It was 
discovered 
that 
many other gems 
were missing. Twenty officers of the 
department were arrested. 
In 
No­ 
vember, 1923, they were brought to 
trial.

"The bacteria re­ 
main In the Intestinal tract of the mag­ 
got until It pupate» und makes its way 
to the surface of the ground where it 
develops Into the adult fly.

insect carries the blackleg bacteria 
with It at all times.”

negotiations for funding the French 
war debt to the United States will be­ 
gin within fifteen days, it was learn­ 
ed authoratively today. 
Foreign Minister Briand and 
Fi­ 
nance Minister Caillaux are in favor 
of reaching an agreement with Wash­ 
ington regarding French debts with­ 
out further delay. The form in which 
the negotiations will be conducted is 
undecided, but it is indicated they will 
be directed through established diplo­ 
matic channels rather than by a spec­ 
ial French envoy to the United S tat­ 
es. 
It was confirmed in official circles 
that conversations have been contin­ 
uing ever since former Ambassador 
Jusserand brocahed the debt question 
at Washington, but these have been

intangible 
character.

now is expected concrete propositions 
will be formed before the end of the 
month.

Matter of Importance 
The capacity of the silo la a mat­ 
ter of Importance. 
Unless one Is 
keeping at ieeat ten cows the cost of 
the silo Is usually not Justified.

round silo, 28 feet high, will hold the 
silage for about a d«»zen cows during 
the usual feeding season. 
A good 
standard size ranges from 14 to 10 
feet In diameter and HO to 32 feet 
high. 
Under 
ordinary 
conditions 
cows eat from 80 t<» 40 pounds of 
silage a day, according to their size 
and condition of la< tatl«>n. 
A farmer 
can easily estimate how much capac­ 
ity is needed, on the basis of this 
amount to be fed per head. 
If one 
has 30 cows to fee«l. then nbout 1.050 
pounds a day would he require«!, and 
for a feeding season of seven months 
or 210 days, 220,5<xi pounds or 110 
t«»ns. 
A round silo HO feet deep and

inside 
holds 
about 120 tons. 
The capacity of the 
silo should enable one to feed from 
the surface daily to a depth sufficient 
to prevent molding.

feed silage every month, beginning to 
feed Just aa soon as the silo la filled, 
and keeping It up until next filling.

The paint on such parts 
is much easier to remove than from 
the auto body und with very little la­ 
bor your tractor or mower can be 
made to look like new. This will also 
clean all the grease or oil from the 
parts und leave a clean surface to 
paint over. 
Wash well with plenty of 
water all parts before repainting. 
Do not use thla remover on alumi­ 
num parts or on cars with aluminum 
bodies. All aluminum trimmings us on 
the running boards must be protected 
with a thick covering of grease. 


Squeaks are caused by the linings 
becoming hard and glazed, due to the 
friction and the application of pres­ 
sure which presses the grit into the 
linings.

Modus Operandi of Tire 
Repairing Is Outlined 
A word as to the modus operandl of 
tire mending may not be out of place. 
The cut to be plugged or vulcanized 
must always be thoroughly cleaned in 
the first place. 
A cloth soaked in 
gasollmTls the best medium for clean­ 
ing the cut. 
If It 1b a deep cue the 
cloth may be used on the end of a 
screwdriver. 
After the cut and the surrounding 
area have been thoroughly cleaned and 
are dry a coat of cement Is applied to 
the sides and bottom. 
After this has 
dried another coat Is put on, and 
when this has dried the tire filler is 
applied. A bit of the filler Is worked 
into the cut with the blade of a knife 
or a screwdriver. 
In case the tire 
must be used on the road Immediately 
a small piece of cloth or paper should 
be cemented over the repair to keep 
dirt from being picked up. 
No car should go on the road with­ 
out a complete tire repair outfit, port­ 
able vulcanizer, cement, filler, patches, 
These outfits may be had in a 
variety of forms and they will repay 
their coat time« over. 


Carburetor Air Filter 
Keeps Out Much Grit 
Analysis of the incombustible de­ 
posit in the cylinder of an auto engine, 
after the carbon had been burned out, 
showed it to consist of ordinary sand, 
clay dust and limestone dust, which 
had undoubtedly been drawn Into the 
motor through the carburetor. 
As the 
sand Is highly abrasive, It is obvi­ 
ously responsible for most of the wear 
on pistons, rings and cylinder walls. 
The entruace of sand and dust Into 
the carburetor air Intake can be pre­ 
vented by providing a filter of the kind 
shown In the drawing. 
This method 
has been tried out and found highly 
satisfactory. 
The space between the 
dash and Instrument board was used 
as a filtered-air chamber and was 
connected to the carburetor air intake

Press, they assumed that the French 
were giving consideration to renewal 
of conversations substantially where 
former Ambassador Jesserand

The Conclusion of fho Matter 
T COULD not Intelligently bring this 
* series of papers to a close without 
fomdng a few generalizations for the 
purpose of helping those whose excur­ 
sions In correspondence have been less 
extensive than my own. 
I have come to see that letters may 
have as distinct a personality as hu­ 
man beings, or perhaps It would be 
better to say tbat they are capable of 
revealing a personality. 
When you 
take the envelope into your hand, even 
before you open the letter, If you are 
a keen observer, you can gain some 
Idea of the character of the man who 
has written the letter, especially If the 
letter Is written in long hand. 
The 
form and drees of a letter may tell 
aa much about the writer as do the 
dress and the manners of an Indi­ 
vidual. 
A letter, by Its form, may 
show orderliness, judgment, regard for 
detail, business efficiency, or It may 
show the opposite. 
A friend of mine Is being consid­ 
ered for a prominent executive posi­ 
tion, for ths filling of which, he is In 
many ways qualified. 
The character 
of his mind Is shown to no small de­ 
gree by his exterior, and by the char­ 
acter of his dress—the envelope, as it 
were. His hands are not always neat­ 
ly kept, hit hair 1» a mop of tangled 
grass, his clothes ure soiled, and look 
as If he went to bed with his boots on. 
He Is a little careless In speech and 
thought, a little lacking in the delicate 
refinements of social intercourse. His 
exterior reveals that at once, and so a 
letter may reveal Its writer. 
I had a letter this morning from a 
man who wishes to become the pastor 
of the church of which 1 am a mem­ 
ber. 
It was badly arranged, w ithout, 
order or form. It looked like a young 
school boy’s composition. I wondered 
If it did not show to a great extent the 
character of the man’s mind, and sug­ 
gest the way In which his sermons 
would be ordered. 
Form counts In letter writing, as in 
human relationship»; materials reveal 
the man, just as clothing does. 
Letter writing Is something more 
than the mere communication of facts 
and mechanical details by 
written 
characters from one individual to an­ 
other. 
It Is even in the most trivial 
business letter, or St may be, the re­ 
vealing of one personality to another. 
We should write letters with the pur­ 
pose of selling one's products to the 
other man. 
These may be varied In 
character—automobiles, love, oil stock, 
friendship, groceries, Ponds, sympathy, 
appreciation—whatever 
It 
may 
be. 
Sometimes our <mly purpose Is to be 
understood, sometimes we want to in­ 
fluence the Judgment or the will, at 
others to develop interest, and arouse 
emotion, and to persuade. 
I had a beautiful letter from a boy 
this morning. 
1 had helped him a 
good deal; 1 had dragged him back 
once or twice from Intellectual and 
moral failure, and he waa now climb­ 
ing up slowly, but surely, to success. 
What he wanted to show me In his let­ 
ter w*as gratitude, appreciation.* He 
wanted to make It clear to me that he 
understood what I had been trying to 
do for hint, and that he would never 
forget It, and he did the Job very well 
There was another letter from a 
man who wanted to sell me my win­ 
ter’s supply of coal. His was a very 
specific letter, logical and direct. 
It 
was made up of figures, of statistics, 
of relative prices, of the results of 
chemical analysis, with a final empha­ 
sis on the Importance of making the 
deal quickly, and taking advantage of 
the market. 
He got off onto no by­ 
roads, he was guilty of no flight of 
Imagination, he had in mind the one 
object of selling me coal, and he stuck 
to that religiously. 
Unfortunately I 
had already bought my coal, hr I am 
sure his logic would have won my 
trade. 
To write the best letter, one must 
know* his man, and muat study what 
will most strongly appeal to him, and 
so the best letter is always a personal 
one. If I write to you the same letter 
that I send to a thousand other people, 
it will he like a proprietary medicine 
concocted to do something for every 
malady, hut there will be little that la 
personal in it. There will be a large 
mortality In the lists of those to whom 
the stock letter Is sent. 
There are Infinite possibilities In the 
writing of letters—in doing business, 
In forming friendships and keeping 
them, In Influencing character, In re­ 
vealing personality. It la an art that 
can be learned, but the learning will 
require close observation, care, the ex­ 
ercise of judgment and good taate. It 
will require a knowledge of the lndl 
vldual and application of that knowl- 
edge to the individual, but when once 
learned It Is one of the most valuable 
assets that a man can have.

Without the 
law, the courts are choked with liti 
gation by which both employers and 
injured employes lose, and only am 
bulance chasers and damage-suit law 
yers gain. 
Wage earners disabled by 
accidents 
wait years for compensa 
tion and divide what they get 
with 
greedy lawyers. 
The act is opposed 
also 
by a few 
labor organizations 
who will not be satisfied with any­ 
thing except radical measures. 
The 
financial backers of the 
referendum 
are the legal ghouls 
who fatten 
litigation. 
It will be unfortunate if the 40,- 
000 signatures in 
11 
congressional 
districts 
are obtained. 
It is to be 
hoped that citizens who understand 
what this act means in industrial pro­ 
gress and social welfare will refuse 
to sign the petition. If a sufficient 
number of signatures 
are obtained, 
however, the issue will have to

met at the polls. It should 
be met 
with a campaign of education and 
a 
majority of votes in its favor which 
will keep the act on the statute bookB 
and put an end to the years of strug­
